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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Based upon the totality of applicants' arguments (pages 12-14) on behalf of 
claims 1,4, 5, 10, 13-16 on 1/15/2008, the examiner has determined applicants' claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record single or in combination failed to teach the combination of 
the invention as claimed in claims 1,4,5,10,1 3-1 6. For example it fail to teach a 
transmitter that transmits the extracted identifier as the message to the second 
information processing apparatus, wherein the identifier transmitted from the information 
processing apparatus is converted to a specific word or phrase on the basis of the 
second data sets stored in the second storage; a receiver that receives a message from 
the second information processing apparatus when a user of the second information 
processing apparatus has affirmatively accepted the schedule corresponding to the 
transmitted message, wherein the extracted identifier is stored in a server and sent to 
the second information processing apparatus in response to the second information 
processing apparatus receiving information about the message and accessing the 
server: and wherein scheduling is automatically performed, in response to an affirmative 
acceptance of a received message which clearly support by the specification (see 
pages 17-23). This feature in light of other features describes in the claims 1, 4, 5, 10, 
13-16 enable claims' allowable.

The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered 
allowable on the same basis as the independent claims as well as for the further 
limitations set forth. 

The recording medium of claims 15, 16 is supported by the specification (see 
page 23, lines 26-23).
